With almost each member of the 


Pennsylvania legislature trying to out- 
do tbe other with profeasiona of re- 
form and progresslvenesa, both houses 
have succeeded In perfecting an or- 
ganization by the-electlon of their re 
•pectlve presiding officers. It is true 
that this was not accomplished until 
time-honored precedents had been bat- 
tered down in tbe wave of progressive- 
ness that Is at present rampant 
through: ut the country. For example, 
the senate sidestepped the holding of 
the caucus of the Republican mem 
hers, although the Democrats stuck 
to their parly precedent in this ro 
spect. while the house passed a resolu- 
tion providing for the appointment of 
a committee on committees which In 
reality strips the speaker of all of his 
powers aud allows him only the privi- 
lege of Interpreting the set rules which 
will be reported to the house for adop- 
tion after tbe recesa. 


Judging from the actions of the 


members every party and faction- fa- 
vored the adoption of this resolution, 
although the Democrats claimed that 
as presented It tended to keep them in 
the minority In regard to the dlstribu 
tion of cotamlttee asslgaments and the i 
disposal of patronage.
